Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year 
ending  31st  December,  1914.  No  new  territory  has  been  added  to  your  area 
during  the  year,  so  that  the  acreage  in  area  (land  and  inland  water)  remains 
the  same,  viz. : — 4509. 


Population. 

The  population  of  the  area,  according  to  the  census  of  1911,  was  30,626. 
The  estimated  population  to  the  middle  of  1914  is  32,877,  and  on  this  popu- 
lation I based  my  returns.  The  principal  industries  of  the  district  are  : — 

(1)  Coal  mining  ; (2)  Ship-building  and  repairing. 

During  the  first  six  months  of  the  year  the  coal  trade  was  at  high 
water  mark,  but  with  the  outbreak  of  war  in  the  beginning  of 
August,  and  like  all  other  coal-mining  districts,  from  then 
till  the  end  of  December,  the  coal  output  was  considerably 
reduced. 

The  Shipbuilding  Company’s  Yard  was  kept  busily  employed 
throughout  the  year  with  new  (Mercantile  and  Admiralty 
work)  and  repair  work. 

The  Herring  Season  came  to  an  abrupt  termination  in  August,  owing  to 
the  Government  having  declared  the  North  Sea  a war  zone. 

Births. 

During  the  year  1,005  births  were  registered  as  occurring  in  your  area, 
and  with  2 births  transferred  from  outside  districts,  makes  a net  total  of 
1,007  births  (of  these  39  were  illegitimate),  giving  a birth-rate  of  30’90  on  the 
estimated  population,  as  against  a rate  of  32T5  in  1913. 

Deaths. 

447  deaths  were  registered  as  having  occurred  in  the  area,  but  of  this 
number  4 were  transferred  out  as  non-residents  to  other  districts.  45  deaths 
of  residents  occurred  outside  the  area  and  were  transferred  in,  thus  giving  a 
total  of  488  deaths  as  belonging  to  your  district,  which  gives  a mortality  rate 
of  15'28  on  the  estimated  population,  as  against  16'55  in  1913. 

Infant  Mortality. 

129  deaths  of  children  under  1 year  occurred  in  your  area,  and  with  1 
death  transferred  from  another  district  gives  a total  of  130  deaths.  The 
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death  rate  is  129  09  per  1000  births.  Of  the  130  deaths  (as  against  113’61 
in  1913) 

56  were  under  1 month. 

39  were  between  1 and  6 months. 

35  were  between  6 and  12  months. 

Zymotic  Death  Rate. — Under  this  heading  are  included  the  Eruptive 
Fevers— Measles,  Whooping  Cough,  Diphtheria  and  Croup,  Diarrhoea  and 
Enteritis  (under  2 years).  61  deaths  from  these  diseases  occurred  during  the 
year  in  your  area,  giving  a death-rate  of  91*85  per  thousand  of  the  estimated 
population. 

Notifiable  Infectious  Diseases.—During  the  year  633  cases  of  notifiable 
diseases  were  reported  as  occurring  in  your  area.  Owing  to  the  presence  of 
the  military  in  the  district,  and  acting  in  conjunction  with  the  Militaiy 
Authorities  and  with  a view  to  prevent,  as  far  as  possible,  soldiers  entering 
infected  houses,  especially  those  in  which  there  were  Scarlet,  Typhoid  or 
Enteric  and  Diphtheritic  patients,  the  letters  S (Scarlet),  E (Enteric),  D 
(Diphtheria)  were  put  on  the  door  of  each  infected  house,  and  there  is  no 
doubt  that  this  precaution  put  a stop  to  the  friendly  visits  of  neighbours, 
which  always  conduce  to  the  spreading  of  infectious  disease,  and  especially 
Scarlet  h'ever.  This  precaution  1 should  strongly  advise  the  Council  to 
adopt  as  a permanent  one.

As  will  be  seen  from  the  above  table  the  disease  was  prevalent  throughout 
the  whole  year  in  your  area.  It  was  generally  of  a mild  tvpe,  and  from  the 
very  mildness  of  the  attack  is  a disease  which  is  very  difficult  to  stamf)  out, 
especially  in  the  colliery  districts,  owing  to  the  houses  l)eing  more  oy  less 
crowded  together,  and  the  impossibility  of  complete  isolation  of  the  patients, 
and  also  the  friendly  visits  of  neighbours  (so  common  in  collier\'  villages) 
carrying  the  disease  to  others  Although  there  are  two  Isolation  Hospitals 
in  the  area,  it  is  most  difficult  to  persuade  parents  to  allow  their  children  to 
be  taken  there.  If  parents  would  onl)’  realise  the  advantages  to  be  derived 
by  allowing  their  children  to  be  removed,  and  isolation  of  the  first  few  cases 
could  be  carried  out,  in  this  way  the  outbreak  could  be  limited  to  a very  few 
patients  and  be  at  an  end  in  a short  period.  .Another  advantage  to  be  gained 
b\'  removal  of  an  infected  child  is,  that  the  members  of  the  famil\'  who  are 
now  excluded  from  school  for  a pericxl  of  six  weeks  (if  the  patient  remains 
at  home)  would  be  allowed  to  attend  school  after  ten  chges  had  elapsed, 
thereby  not  causing  such  a serious  loss  of  education  as  six  weeks  involves. 

In  the  beginning  of  December,  an  outbreak  of  the  disease  occurred 
among  the  troops  billeted  in  the  town  The  billets  principally  affected  were 
Crofton  and  Princess  Louise  Road  Schools.  Prompt  measures  were  taken  to 
isolate  the  patients— spraying  and  disinfecting  the  various  affected  rooms  in 
the  billets,  with  the  result  that  the  disease  was  practically  stamped  out  by  the 
end  of  the  month. 

Of  the  446  cases  reported  during  the  year — 

409  occurred  in  the  civil  population.

In  the  earlier  months  of  the  year  no  definite  cause  could  be  found  to  account 
for  the  disease,  possibly  they  were  due  to  some  germs  lying  dormant  and 
disturbed  when  the  ashpits  were  removed. 

In  the  latter  part  of  the  year  the  cases  of  fever  were  directly  traced  to 
the  patients  having  eaten  mussels  which  must  have  been  partially  cooked  or 
in  -the  raw  state.  Investigation  showed  that  the  mussels  had  begn  taken 
from  the  bed  of  the  river  Blyth  in  its  upper  reaches,  and  as  cases  of  fever 
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had  occurred  in  various  other  districts  in  the  county  by  people  eating  mussels 
which  had  been  gathered  from  the  river,  the  sale  of  mussels  from  that  area 
was  prohibited.  Warning  boards  were  erected  on  the  river  banks  pointing 
out  the  dangers  of  eating  mussels  taken  from  the  bed  of  the  river,  as  they 
were  liable  to  typhoid  contamination.  Strong  comments  were  also  made  in 
the  local  press. 

19  cases  were  removed  to  hospital,  3 of  which  proved  fatal.

29  cases  of  Pulmonary  and  19  cases  of  Tuberculosis  (other  organs) 
proved  fatal. 

The  extraordinary  amount  of  infectious  disease  that  has  been  in  the 
district  during  the  year,  and  the  amount  of  work  it  has  thrown  upon  your 
Sanitary  Inspector,  must  have  interfered  very  much  with  the  other  very 
important  duties  connected  with  his  office.  I am,  therefore,  very  pleased  to 
notice  that  the  Council  are  considering  the  advisability  of  providing  him 
with  an  Assistant,  as  the  exacting  requirements  of  the  Town  Planning  Act 
of  1909  practically  makes  it  impossible  for  one  individual  to  satisfactorily 
carry  out  the  many  important  duties  connected  with  the  office  of  Sanitary 
and  Housing  Inspector  in  an  area  of  the  acreage  and  population  of  Blyth. 


Infectious  Diseases  not  Notifiable. 

Influenza  was  prevalent  in  the  early  spring,  and  in  the  later  months  of 
the  year,  with  its  pneumonic  conditions,  was  responsible  for  6 deaths. 

Measles  was  also  prevalent  throughout  the  year,  but  to  a less  extent 
than  in  1913.  With  its  pulmonary  complications,  the  disease  was  responsible 
for  3 deaths. 

Whooping  Cough. — 1 patients  under  1 year  died  from  this  'disease  in 

1914. 
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Diarrhoea  was  very  prevalent  during  the  months  of  August  and  Sep- 
tember. It  was  responsible  for  86  deaths  throughout  the  year,  24  of  which 
were  in  children  under  12  months.  Early  in  July  1 had  printed  and  distri- 
buted throughout  the  area,  handbills  pointing  out  to  the  inhabitants  the 
dangers  of  summer  diarrhoea,  and  the  preventative  means  to  be  taken  relative 
to  the  preservation  of  the  milk  and  the  covering  of  all  food-stuffs. 


Water  Supply. — The  water  supply  is  as  in  the  previous  year,  viz.  : — The 
East  and  West  Wards  being  supplied  by  the  Hepscott  and  Healey  Wood 
water;  the  North  and  South  Wards  by  the  Newcastle  and  Gateshead 
Company’s  water.  Appended  are  the  bacteriological  and  chemical  analysis 
of  the  Hepscott  water  by  Prof  Hutchens  and  Mr.  Fattinson. 


Cowsheds  and  Dairies. — Of  the  former  there  are  19  registered  in  your 
area,  in  which  are  kept  200  cows.  They  were  kept  in  a satisfactory  and 
cleanly  condition,  the  limewashing  and  removal  of  manure  bein  g regularly 
attended  to.  The  Dairies  and  Milkshops  where  the  milk  sold  is  imported 
from  outside  farms  are  also  kept  up  to  a high  standard,  so  as  to  ensure  the 
milk  being  delivered  in  a pure  state. 


Common  Lodging  Houses. — All  the  four  in  your  area  were  regularly 
visited  and  inspected,  and  everything  found  to  conform  with  the  Bye-Laws, 
no  case  of  infectious  disease  having  occurred  in  any  of  them. 

Slaughter  Houses.— There  are  19  registered  in  your  area  (9  private  and 
10  Council’s  property).  On  the  whole  these  premises  have  been  satisfactorily 
conducted,  limewashing  and  cleansing  being  regularly  attended  to.  (One 
bullock  that  had  been  slaughtered  was  found  to  be  in  an  advanced  state  of 
tuberculosis.  The  carcase  was  condemned  as  being  unfit  for  human  food, 
and  therefore  destroyed). 

Bakehouses.— These  have  been  carefully  supervised  under  the  PMctories 
and  Workshops  Act,  all  necessary  limewashing  and  cleansing  of  floors  being 
attended  to. 

Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Act.— No  action  was  taken  under  this  Act 
during  the  year. 
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Scavenging. — This  work  has,  as  in  previous  years,  been  carried  out 
entirely  by  your  own  staff,  the  ashpits  being  on  the  average  cleansed  every 
12  days.  The  bulk  of  the  refuse  has  been  deposited  upon  agricultural  land. 
While  this  is  not  an  ideal  way  of  disposing  of  the  town’s  refuse,  still  it  is 
preferable  to  tipping  into  disused  clay  quarries,  providing  that  the  fields  are 
a reasonable  distance  from  public  highways  or  habitable  dwellings. 

The  most  sanitary  method  of  disposing  of  the  town’s  refuse  is  conveying 
it  to  sea,  the  other  alternative  is  to  erect  a Refuse  Destructor. 

I might  remind  the  Council  that  the  district  is  still  without  a Steam 
Disinfector. 

At  8 of  the  billets  in  your  area  used  by  the  militar)^,  the  sanitary  con- 
veniencies  were  found  to  be  insufficient  for  the  requirements  of  the  troops. 
At  these  places  latrines  were  erected  and  scavenged  daily  (Sunday  included) 
b)’  your  sanitary  staff.  At  18  further  billets,  where  the  water  carriage  system 
was  available,  the  scavenging  was  likewise  carried  out  I'his  involved  a con- 
siderable amount  of  extra  work,  and  your  sanitary  staff  deserves  every  credit 
for  the  very  efficient  way  it  has  been  carried  out.

All  these  houses  were  fitted  with  the  water-carriage  system. 

Before  these  new  houses  were  inhabited  the  drains,  &c.,  were  all  tested 
by  the  smoke  test,  and  certified  habitable  by  your  Surveyor. 


Factories  and  Workshops. 

150  Factories  and  Workshops  were  on  the  register  at  the  end  of  the  year, 
being  an  increa-e  of  2 upon  the  previous  year.  They  have  all  been  frequently 
inspected  and  3 notices  were  served,  one  for  lime-washing,  and  two  for  the 
provision  of  further  sanitary  conveniences. 


House  and  Town  Planning^  Act,  1909. 

During  the  year,  the  Sanitary  Inspector  who  is  the  officer  appointed 
under  the  Act,  inspected  60  houses,  all  of  which  were  found  to  be  reasonably 
fit  for  habitation. 

No  notices  were  served  under  the  Act. 
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Privy  Conversions. — During  the  year  27  privies  have  been  converted 
into  the  water  carriage  system,  this  is  an  increase  of  9 upon  the  previous 
year’s  record,  at  this  rate  of  progress  it  will  take  a very  long  time  to  complete 
what  is  one  of  the  most  important  reforms  needed  in  your  area.  I would 
recommend  the  Council  to  put  more  vigorously  into  operation  section  86  of 
the  Public  Health  Act,  1875,  as  it  has  recently  been  decided  after  a Local 
Government  Board  Enquiry  that  it  is  not  necessary  for  the  Council  to 
contribute  towards  the  cost  of  these  conversions  as  laid  down  in  the  Amended 
Act  of  1907,  provided  that  each  case  is  considered  on  its  own  merits. 

Schools. — As  in  previous  years,  the  various  Elementary  Schools  in 
your  area  (also  the  Secondary  School),  have  been  disinfected  during  the 
holiday  vacations.  This  work  was  carried  out  by  your  Sanitary  Staff. 


The  Main  Roadways. — Considering  the  very  heavy  motor  traffic  to 
which  they  have  been  subjected  to  since  August,  are  in  a fairly  satisfactory 
condition,  although  little  or  no  improvement  has  been  effected  in  the  roadways 
abutting  on  the  back  premises  of  the  rows  in  the  colliery  districts.  The  bulk 
of  the  town  back  streets  have  been  much  improved  by  coating  with  tar 
macadam,  and  I hope  that  it  wont  be  long  till  the  few  untreated  streets  are 
similarly  dealt  with.

SURVEYOR’S  ANNUAL  REPORT. 


TO  THE  CHAIRMAN,  VICE-CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS. 
Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  the  following  Report  and  Summary  of  works  carried 
out  by  your  Council  through  my  department  during  the  year  ended  March 
31st,  1915. 

Streets  and  Roads.  The  following  Private  Street  Works  were  carried 
out,  viz.  : — The  making  up  of  Lennox  Terrace,  (Plessey  Road),  North  Back 
Plessey  Road,  Cross  Street  “ A ” and  Cross  Street  “ B,”  Beatrice  Street,  (from 
Lennox  Terrace  to  South  Back  Lennox  Terrace),  Middle  Street  (from  Plessey 
Road  to  North  Back  Plessey  Road),  Back  Street  South  of  Mechanics’ 
Institute,  East  Back  Newcastle  Road,  North  Back  Cramlington  Terrace, 
Union  Street  from  Bridge  Street  to  Rink  Street,  Rink  Street,  and  Portion  of 
South  Back  Beaumont  Street. 

A new  footpath  was  made  from  the  front  of  Cowpen  Colliery  Co.’s 
Offices  to  the  entrance  to  the  Albion  Brickworks,  and  of  the  Main  Road 
Footpath  at  Bebside  between  the  Railway  Station  and  Hathery  Lane  700 
sup.  yards  was  recoated  with  Asphalt. 

Kitty  Brewster  Lane  was  excavated,  penned  with  freestone  and 
coated  with  ashes. 

The  following  Streets,  were  tar  sprayed,  viz.  : — Grey  Street,  Freehold 
Street,  Carlton  Street,  Durban  Street,  Disraeli  Street,  Hedley  Street,  Plessey 
Avenue,  Hunter  Avenue,  Wood  Street  and  Crofton  Street.  Total  area  9,200 
super  yards. 

500  lineal  yards  of  brick  channels  were  taken  up  in  Grey  Street  and 
whinstone  sett  channels  substituted. 

250  lineal  yards  of  Whinstone  Kerb  and  700  super  yards  of  Asphalt 
footpath  were  laid  in  Links  Road. 

Waterworks.  In  the  P2ast  and  West  Wards  117  lineal  yards  of 
3 inch  water  mains  were  laid,  including  the  fixing  of  two  3-inch  Sluice  valves. 
12  Fire  Hydrants  were  fixed  and  4L  services  and  stop-cocks  were  laid  for 
the  supply  of  water  to  various  premises. 

In  the  North  and  South  Wards  57  lineal  yards  of  3-inch,  and 
18  lineal  yards  of  4-inch  mains  were  laid,  including  the  fixing  of  two  3-inch 
sluice  valves.  62  services  and  stop-cocks  were  fixed. 

In  the  New  Delaval  Ward  11  services  and  stop-cocks  were  fixed. 
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Sewerage.  203  lineal  yards  of  nine-inch  sewers  were  laid,  and  three 
new  man-holes  constructed  in  connection  therewith.  The  drainage  of  the 
Waterworks  Cottages  at  South  Newsham  was  overhauled,  and  a small  septic 
tank  and  filter  constructed.  Eight  storm-water  gullies  were  fixed  in  various 
low-lying  streets  to  replace  smaller  ones  which  were  liable  to  become 
choked  during  heavy  rains. 

Lighting.  Eleven  new  Street  Lamps  were  erected  at  New  Delaval 
and  in  Hack  Newcastle  Road,  Newsham.  The  total  number  of  Public  Street 
Lamps  within  the  district  is  now  1005,  of  which  987  are  of  80  candle  power 
and  18  of  300  candle  power. 

Pleasure  G-rounds.  At  Ridley  Park  750  super,  yards  of  Asphalt 
footpath  were  laid  and  1250  yards  tar-sprayed.  The  lake  bottom,  the  area  of 
which  is  3200  super  yards,  was  also  asphalted.  The  railings  around  the 
Soldiers’  Memorial  enclosure,  and  the  open  spaces  at  Ridley  Avenue  were 
re-painted. 

Cemeteries.  Three  additional  sections  of  ground  at  Cowpen  Cemetery 
were  under-drained.  The  footpaths  in  the  recently  added  area  have  been  laid 
out,  excavated,  penned  and  coated  with  ashes,  and  thirty  gullies  fixed  for  the 
drainage  of  the  same. 

New  Buildings.  A new  stable  containing  3 stalls,  loose  box,  and 
hay  loft,  and  a four-roomed  house  and  outbuildings  for  stable-man  have  been 
erected  at  Kitty  Hrewster,  and  similarly  at  Newsham,  to  facilitate  scavenging 
operations  in  these  outlying  portions  of  your  District.  A Public  Convenience 
for  both  sexes  has  been  erected  in  Union  Street,  and  Stores,  Workshops, 
Ofifices  and  a Cartshed  have  been  built  on  your  Council’s  Seaforth  Street 
premises. 

Building  Plans.  23  Building  Plans  were  submitted  to  and  approved 
of  by  iyour  Council,  viz.  : — Seven  for  the  erection  of  new  dwelling  houses 
(representing  12  houses  in  all),  twelve  for  minor  alterations  and  additions  to 
premises,  one  for  rebuilding  business  premises,  and  one  each  for  the  erection 
of  a factory,  an  Electric  Power  Station,  and  the  amendment  of  a street  plan. 

The  number  of  dwelling  houses  erected  and  certified  as  fit  for 
habitation  was;— In  the  North  and  South  Wards,  17;  East  and  West 
Wards,  11  ; and  in  New  Delaval  Ward,  1.  Total,  29.

INSPECTOR  OF  NUISANCES’  ANNUAL  REPORT. 


TO  THE  CHAIRMAN,  V rCE-CH AIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS. 


Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ending  December 
31st,  1914. 

Scavenging  of  House  Refuse.— D uring  the  past  12  months  the  work  of 
this  department  has  been  perfoiTiied  in  a satisfactory  manner,  all  the  ashpits  through- 
out your  area  have  been  cleansed  29  times,  which  gives  an  average  of  12'5h  days 
between  visits,  29,288  loads  have  been  dealt  with  during  the  3^ear,  when  compared 
with  the  previous  12  months  this  shews  a decrease  of  1575  loads,  which  I have  no 
doubt  is  owing  to  the  free  coal  allowed  the  miners  in  the  district  being  considerably 
curtailed  during  the  early  months  of  the  war. 

Disposal  of  Refuse.  — Of  the  total  amount  of  I'efuse  dealt  with,  5,689  loads 
has  been  deposited  at  the  Blyth  Brickworks  Clay  Quarry  at  a point  320  yards  distant 
from  the  nearest  habitable  dwelling.  The  remainder  has  been  disposed  of  by  tipping 
upon  tillage  land  in  the  area,  and  onl^^  upon  fields  situated  a l espectable  distance  from 
any  public  road  or  dwelling.  During  the  past  year  there  has  been  less  difficulty  than 
usual  in  finding  suitable  depo.sits.  The  local  farmers  place  a high  value  upon  the 
refuse  both  as  a manure  and  as  a means  of  making  the  land  easily  workable,  where- 
ever  the  land  is  of  a strong  or  clay  nature  the  ashes  are  particularly  valuable.  The 
ashes  are  ploughed  into  the  land  with  all  reasonable  dispatch,  thus  preventing  any 
nuisance  arising  therefrom. 

A considerable  amount  of  extra  scavenging  has  been  performed  by  your  staff 
during  the  year  in  consequence  of  about  4,000  troops  being  billeted  in  the  district, 
where  the  permanent  sanitary  conveniences  in  connection  with  the  billet  were  of  a 
suitable  type,  these  were  used,  otherwise  temporary  latrines  were  erected  which  were 
scavenged  daily,  in  all  70  sanitary  pans  have  been  provided  for  military  use. 

Special  attention  was  paid  to  the  scavenging  of  properties  where  cases  of 
Typhoid  were  nursed  at  home,  the  ashpits  being  more  frequently  cleansed  and 
disinfected. 

During  the  year  new  stabling  together  with  a cottage  for  one  workmen  has 
been  erected  at  both  New.sham  and  Bebside,  each  stable  is  fitted  with  tln  ee  stalls  and 
loose  box,  this  enables  the  work  at  the  outlying  portions  of  the  district  to  be  more 
efficiently  and  economicly  performed,  besides  providing  a shelter  during  the  meal 
time  for  both  horses  and  workmen  which  was  entirely  lacking  before  they  were  erected. 

Privy  Conversions. — I am  able  to  report  a small  increase  in  the  number  of 
conversions  from  privies  to  water  closets  that  have  been  carried  out,  30  privy 
ashpits  have  been  abolished  and  water  closets  substituted.  Of  these  5 were  carried 
out  under  the  provisions  of  section  39  of  the  Public  Health  Acts’  Amendment  Act, 
1907.  The  Council  contributing  one  half  of  the  cost,  the  remainder  were  carried  out 
by  owners  of  property  acting  on  the  advice  of  the  Medical  Officer  or  myself. 
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The  Local  G-Overnment  Board  after  bolding  an  enquiry  at  Darlington  has 
decided  that  Local  Authorities  can  proceed  under  section  36  of  the  Public  Health 
Act,  1875,  for  the  conversion  of  Privies  to  Water  Closets,  although  the  provisions  of 
the  later  Act,  1 907,  are  in  operation  in  the  district,  providing  that  the  Council 
considers  each  individual  case  on  its  own  merits,  the  Council  by  taking  action  under 

section  36  of  the  1875  Act  need  not  therefore  contribute  towards  the  cost  of 

conversions  as  recently  recommended  by  the  Local  Government  Board. 

Infectious  Disease  has  been  active  throughout  the  district  during  the  past 
year,  Scarlet  Fever  being  the  disease  most  prevalent,  in  all  409  notifications  of  this 
disease  were  received  from  the  Medical  Officer.  As  in  previous  years  pi’inted 
instructions  were  given  to  each  householder  pointing  out  the  necessity  of  isolation 
and  the  exclusion  of  all  visitors  from  the  infected  house. 

A liberal  supply  of  disinfectants  was  also  left  with  the  householder,  acting  on 
instructions  received  from  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  63  cases  were  removed  to 
the  Port  Sanitary  Hospital  comprising  of 

43  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever.

Every  care  was  observed  in  carrying  out  this  work  and  when  required  I have 
called  upon  a member  of  the  Council  Staff*  to  assist  in  the  removal.  I have  visited 
every  house  where  cases  of  infectious  disease  has  occurred,  in  all  1036  visits  have  been 
paid  in  this  respect. 

During  December  a somewhat  serious  outbreak  of  Scarlet  Fever  broke  out 
amongst  the  troops  stationed  in  the  district.  As  the  cases  occurred  prompt  steps 
were  taken  to  have  the  patients  removed  to  various  Isolation  Hospitals  in  the  district, 
and  as  soon  as  practicable  after  removal  the  several  affected  billets,  together  with  the 
bedding,  clothing,  &c.,  were  sprayed  with  a strong  solution  of  formalin  which  proved 
very  effective  During  the  year  474  houses  have  been  disinfected.  In  cases  where 
the  patient  had  been  nursed  at  home,  the  fumigation  was  done  after  recovery,  and 
where  the  cases  were  removed  to  Hospital  immediately  after  removal. 

Dairies  and  Cowsheds. — ffhe  number  of  persons  registered  as  Cowkeepers 
is  the  same  as  last  year,  viz.  19,  with  an  aggregate  of  200  cows.  The  largest  number 
of  cows  in  any  one  cowshed  being  24  and  the  lowest  is  3.  I have  paid  frequent 
visits  to  both  cowsheds  and  diaries  and  when  necessary  have  pointed  out  to  the 
occupiers  the  requirements  of  the  Bye-laws  with  respect  to  lime-washing  and  cleansing. 

New  Houses  Erected.— During  the  past  year  there  has  been  a considerable 
reduction  in  the  number  of  new  houses  erected,  only  50  houses  having  been  certified 
for  occupation  as  against  189  for  1913.  There  are  several  causes  blamed  for  bringing 
this  about,  the  first  being  recent  financial  legislation,  undoubtedly  the  outbreak  of 
war  has  had  a most  damaging  effect  upon  the  building  trade  in  the  district,  due  very 
largely  to  the  increased  cost  of  materials,  timber  has  advanced  quite  25  percent,  and 
many  other  materials  such  as  iron  goods  have  been  advanced  quite  as  much,  the 
result  being  that  the  all  round  extra  cost  of  a house  for  the  working  classes  will  be 
at  least  15  per  cent  above  pre  war  prices.  Whether  the  building  trade  will  ever 
again  come  back  to  the  normal,  and  the  needs  of  the  district  be  supplied  by  private 
effort  remains  to  been  seen.  At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  very  few  houses 
suitable  for  the  working  classes  empty  in  the  district  (i.e.  houses  below  .£16  gross 
rental),  although  there  were,  and  are  still  a considerable  number  of  houses  which 
usually  let  for  £20  and  upwards.  In  all  new  houses  erected  the  water  carriage  system

has  been  adopted,  the  drains  have  been  supervised  and  tested  with  smoke  test,  the 
areas  under  the  ground  floors  covered  with  a layer  of  cement  concrete,  and  in 
connection  with  the  drains  an  inspection  chamber  fitted  with  intercepting  trap  has 
been  provided,  of  the  new  houses  erected  40  were  under  the  gross  rental  of  £16  and 
10  over  that  amount.  There  were  at  the  end  of  the  year  5820  houses  under 
£16  gross  rental  and  903  over. 

Factories  and  Workshops. — There  are  150  Factories  and  Workshops  on 
the  Factory  and  Workshops  Register.  The  number  of  workshops  occupied  by  the

I have  served  5 notices  under  the  Factory  and  Workshop  Act,  2 to  provide  a 
further  water-closet  where  the  number  of  employees  (Females)  exceeded  25,  one  for  im- 
proved drainage  to  Bakehouse,  one  for  improved  sanitary  conveniences  to  Bakt  house, 
and  one  for  lime-washing  of  Bakehouse.  The  fish  curing  establishments  had  only 
been  at  work  for  a fortnight  when  war  was  declared,  the  result  being  that  the  yards 
were  closed  at  once  and  the  trade  brought  to  an  abrupt  termination  as  the  market 
for  the  herrings  when  cured  are  principly  Russia  and  Germany.  I have  no  doubt 
that  the  industry  will  be  resumed  again  as  soon  as  circumstances  vvill  permit. 

The  several  workshops,  &c.,  have  been  kept  in  a satisfactory  state  of  cleanliness. 

Slaughter  Houses. — There  has  not  been  any  change  in  the  number  of 
registered  Slaughter  Houses  in  your  area,  the  total  number  being  19,  10  of  which 
are  the  property  of  the  Council.  During  the  past  year  hot  lime  for  lime-washing 
purposes  has  been  supplied  to  the  several  owners  and  occupiers  and  the  scavenging  of 
the  several  premises  has  been  systematically  carried  out  by  the  Council’s  workmen, 
due  regard  has  been  paid  to  the  disposal  of  offal,  (fee.  so  as  to  prevent  nuisances  of 
any  description  arising  therefrom. 

Commoil  Lodging  Houses. — The  number  of  Common  Lodging  Houses  in 
your  area  is  the  same  as  in  previous  years,  viz.  : 4.  The  water  closets  and  sanitary 
conveniences  generally  have  been  kept  in  a satisfactory  state,  the  ventilation  of  the 
several  rooms  has  been  looked  to,  and  I am  pleased  to  say  that  there  has  not  been 
any  disease  of  any  infectious  nature  reported  from  any  of  them.  Towards  the  end  of 
the  year  only  about  one  third  of  the  beds  available  were  being  occupied  which  is 
attributed  by  the  owners  to  the  fact  that  a large  percentage  of  the  labouring  classes 
has  joined  H.M.  Forces.

School  Fumigation. — As  in  previous  3^ears  the  Elementary  and  Secondary 
Schools  in  the  district  have  been  thoroughly  disinfected  during  the  various  holidays 
when  the  schools  were  unoccupied,  a strong  solution  of  formalin  being  sprayed 
throughout  the  sevei'al  class  rooms,  halls,  porches,  etc. 

Inspection  of  District.— In  carrying  out  my  general  inspection  of  the 
district,  I have  had  occasion  to  serve  notices  for  the  abatement  of  nuisances  arising

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33  New  Inspection  Chambers  has  been  constructed  in  connection  with  the 
drains  of  old  properties.  17  of  which  were  in  connection  with  closet  conversions,  5 
were  water  closets  were  already  in  existence,  and  11  in  connectionwith  defective 
house  drains  which  have  been  taken  up  and  relaid  owing  to  defective  construction. 

Housing  and  Town  Planning  Act,  1909. — Owing  to  the  extraordinary 
rimount  of  infectious  disease  that  has  prevailed  throughout  the  district  during  the 
past  year,  which  has  taken  up  a great  amount  of  time,  particularly  in  connection  with 
the  disinfection  of  the  infected  houses.  I have  not  been  able  to  do  as  much  inspecting 
under  the  above  act  as  is  desirable.  Records  have  been  made  of  60  Houses,  which 
were  found  to  be  in  a reasonable  state  of  repair, — no  notices  have  therefore  been 
served  under  this  Act.  At  the  request  of  the  Board  of  Trade  a list  and  description 
giving  sizes  of  the  living  and  bedrooms  of  the  several  types  of  houses  owned  by  the 
various  Colliery  Companies  in  the  district  has  been  made,  and  forwarded  to  that 
department.  The  Board  of  Trade  expressed  their  thanks  for  the  information  supplied.

This  sample  of  water  is  of  better  quality  than  that  which  we  examined 
in  April,  1911,  and  which  we  believe  was  also  from  the  reservoir;  and  it  is 
very  similar  in  its  dissolved  organic  content  to  the  sample  from  the  filter  beds 
which  we  analysed  last  December. 


The  free  ammonia  is  a little  high,  but  that  will  probably  disappear  to 
a large  extent  during  the  filtration  (which  will  of  course  also  remove  the 
suspended  matters  from  the  water),  and  the  filtered  water  should  be  quite  a 
good  sample,  suitable  in  every  way  for  drinking. 

The  mineral  contents  of  the  water  have  not  sensibly  altered  since  last 
December  : it  will  continue  to  be  a hard  water.
